SCIENTIFIC EXPEDITION. 

We are gratified to learn, from the Missouri Reporter, 
that Lieut. Fremont, of the corps of Topographical Eo- 
gineera, has been despatched by the War Department, 
with a party of twenty men on a tour to the Rocky 
Mountains, for the purpose of cramming the country 
between the mouth of the Kanzas and the head weters 
of the great river Platte, inctuding the navigable parts of 
both these rivera, and of what is called the Southern 
Pass in the Rocky jos, and the i chia 
country, with a view to the establishment of a lice of 
military posts from the frontiers of Missouri, to the 
mouth of the Cotembia River. This expedition is con- 
nected with the proposition now before Congress to 
occupy the territory aout Columma River, 98 proposed 
by Dr. Linn’s bil, The gupat river Platte is the most 
direct line of communication between this country end 
the mouth ef the Columbia, and that route s known to 
be practicable aad easy. It therefore hecomes important 
to ascertain the general character of thai river ard the 
adjacent country, and the facilities it will be likely to 
afford in prosecuting the contemplated settlements in 
Oregon. The Southern Pass, or depression in the

The retum of the anuiversary of our Netional 
Independence has carried our thoughts naturally back to 
the old revolutionary umes, and our eye happening to | 
light on some statistics prepared by the editor of the 
Savannah Georgian, we have thought it would not he 
amins to refresh the memories of our readers therewith, 
the more expecially as one or two edditional facts occur 
to us with which we can awell the list, There ix 
nothing hke this recurrence to old times. By teaching 
us how hardly our liberties were won, it incites us to 
redoubled exerieas for thew preservation. 

The estimated expense of the Revulationary war, 
specie, was over 135 millions of dollars. To meet this 
immense charge, Congress insved from 1776 to 178! 
$357,476,541, of continental or paper money, which, 
during that time, depreciated nearly two thirds of its 
value. In addition to this, Congress obtained loans 
from France and Helland ; from the former, of twenty- 
ane thousand livres or 2,478,876 dollars; ead from the 
latter of 22 millions of livres or 4,074,073 dollars, The 
first loan was in 1778 the lest in 1783. 

The first President of the old Congress was Peyton 
Randeiph, of Virginia, chosen September Sth, 1774.
